“extent than wing to its’ 
higher woreng: ware i snare ince the 
introduction of this type of piston new 
alloys have been found oy with ‘smaller co- 
efficients of expansion, and design 
has been to provide a certain 
degree of flexibility or a very low rate 
of expansion under heat. 

Notwithstanding the progress of these. 
and other designs, it is still necessary that 
there should be a certain clearance 
between piston and cylinder, when: the 
engine is cold. In course of time the parts 
wear and this clearance increases, and, 
even though it is an infinitesimal amount, 
it is quite -sufficient to produce the 
characteristic tapping noise known as 
piston slap when the engine is cold. 

THE CAUSE AND ates eit 

When the piston is being pushed 
by the inclined connecting rod oe 
compression there \is obviously a tendency 
to force it over towards one side. An 
instant later the explosion takes place, 
and the connecting rod is swung over by 
the crank, so that the side thrust on the 
piston is reversed, and it moves across the 
cylinder, producing the “ tap.”’ As a rule, 
the reviving of the engine silences this tap, 
and, in any case, it should disappear 
when the parts become warm; and, if it 
should still be audible when the engine is 
warm and is idling, there is no need for 
anxiety. It can only be expected, how- 
ever, that a time will come when the parts 
become so worn that the cylinders should 
be re-ground and a new set of parts fitted 
if the car is expected to stand up to the 
demands made of it. 

It is not an easy matter to indicate 
when this process ‘becomes necessary, 
because working conditions of engines vary 
so greatly. Mileage is no test; for a dis- 
tance from 10,000 to 40,000 may be covered 
with one set of pistons. The one in- 
fallible guide to the condition of the 
pistons is the rate of oil consumption. 
Piston rings in bad condition will allow 
the oil to get past them on the suction 
stroke, and this lubricant will get burned 
in the combustion chambers, producing 
tthe characteristic blue smoke from the 
exhaust pipe, while the oil consumption 
‘will increase proportionately. 

Sometimes it is sufficient to replace the 
rings, using the existing pistons, but, as a 
general rule, the regrinding of the 
cylinders and the fitting of new pistons 
is the most satisfactory and lasting 
remedy. 

THE CAUSE OF DIRTY ENGINES. 

If motorists in general realised the éffect 
that unsuitable oil has on engine perform- 
ance and the resulting loss in engine. 
efficiency and in repair bills, stricter atten- 
tion would be paid to this part of the. 
car’s requirements. The wise owner will 
drain the engine sump at least twice a year 
and replace with the particular oil which | 
the manufacturer of the cars recommend. | 
The prodticers of cars want their patrons 
to get thé best possible performance from 
their piirchases, and consequently their 
advice ought to be followed unhesitatingly. 

So far, there is no way of absolutely 
preventing small particles of dirt and 
water being carried into the engine, but 
if a suitable grade of oil is su plied to “ 
the engine much trouble from this cause 
may be avoided. All the time the oil is 
in use minute particles of carbon are 
being formed in it on account of its con- 
tact with hot cngine part:. Normally 
these particles of carbon remain in sus- 
pension and are harmless, but water 
coagulates and deposits them, producing 
greasy sludge, which fouls the motor, 
clogs the filters and obstructs the oilway. 
Carbon on the valves, the pistons or the 
cylinder heads is almost wholly due to 
the product of the lubricating oil, but in 
suitable oil only ten per cent. of it is 
turned into carbon deposits If, how- 
évex, an unsuitable oil is ° used. 
a big deposit of carbon is the result in a 
short time. Engines vary much in the 
effect that their operation has on oil, and 
they are tested as to the grade of oil that 
is suitable to them. If the owner thinks 
that he is a better judge than the manu- 
facturer of the car of the grade of oil 
that he should use and gives the engine 
an unsuitable oi], then he may expect 
trouble in the shape of frequent decar- 
bonising, unsatisfactory engine perform- 
ance, and poor acceleration. An owner 
would, therefore, be well advised to 
change the oil at least twice a year, pro- 
cure that grade of oil which the manu- 
facturers recommend, and not be over- 
anxious to maintain the limit of the 
crank-case level. 

A CARBURETTER BLOW-BACK. 

Many owners are under the impression 
that a blow-back through the carburetter 
is the greatest potential cause of fire. 
This is true only if the fire has something 
to feed on in the shape of fuel leaking 
from the petrol tap or a flooding car- 


under the bonriet. With a perfectly leak- 
proof system a blow-back is not so 
dangerous as may be imagined. Assuming 
that it does take place when the engine 
is running, the danger is very remote. If, 
however the engine stops at the same time 
that the blow-back occurs, a tiny flame 
feeding on a smail «quantity of liquid fuel 
which may be deposited in the air intake 
as the result of the blow-back may appear. 
If.it is not extinguished at once, the flame 
may easily extend to the float chamber.

or bv turnine off the petrol. starting uv 
the engine and revolving at full speed until 
the fuel in the float chamber is exhausted 
and the fire automatically goes out.

The realisa- 
tion that one has no means of warning is 
almost as unpleasant as the realisation 
that the brakes have gone wrong on a hill. 
That experience caused me to invest in a 
bulb horn, which I now carry. as. part of 
my kit.

VAUXHALL. 

The Vauxhall Cadet is an entirely new car 
with many novel features. It has a six- 
cylinder engine rated at 16.9 h.p., and for the 
export market is to be available with an 
engine of 25.8 h.p. and with a rather higher 
top gear ratio. Fresh air is circulated through 
the engine oil sump, and a pipe carries away 
the fumes beneath the undershield. By means 
of one key nut the whole carburetter may be 
dismounted for cleaning, adjustfment. or in- 
spection. Unusually long springs are fitted, 
and the suspension is further improved by 
means of Lovejoy shock absorbers. The model 
formerly designated the 20-60 h.p. Vauxhall 
is to be known as the Vauxhall “ 80,” as the 
bore of the cylinders has been increased to 
80 mm., and the rating is how 24 h.p. .

CITROEN. 

The Citroen 12.8 h.p. four-cylinder and 
i9.3 h.p. six-cylinder models will fill the 
requirements of numerous motorists who 
appreciate full-sized, economical and com- 
fortable cars. The four-cylinder model is 
known as the Chiltern, and has a newly- 
designed front axle, and the back axle, 
clutch, steering and gear-box are all new. 
There is a new type of radiator, and other 
features are .chromium plating, cellulose 
finish, and four-wheel brakes operated on 
the servo system.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 

In his repert of the audit of the Limerick 
Corporation accounts for the rs ended 
March, 1927 and 1928, Mr, J. A. er, Free 
State Local Government Auditor, called at- 
tention to what. he described as money paid 
in respect of wages for which there was 
virtually no adequate return in services 
rendered. The cleansing staff were over- 

remunerated for work done on Church and 
Bank holidays, and, as the Corporation had 
spent £56,000 in concreting the streets. it was 
reasonable to expect a saving in the wage bil! 
for cleansing. A reduction could be made in 
the personnel of the Mayor’s servants, four 
of whom were employed. The permanent staff 
of the waterworks had grown from six in 1922 
to nine in 1927. The arrears of rates out- 
standing in the periods covered by the audit 
ware ,000. 
Certain members of the Corporation were, 
the Auditor said, in arrears with rates, and 
unless the “y were ‘paid he would be compelled 
to name those members. 
He alluded to the position of the Limerick 
markets, which owed the Corporation on foot 
of an annual grant a sum of £50,000.

he ‘‘ cannot conceive anyone whose heart 
is in the country shooting a heron.” He 
has asked, therefore, his friend, Major 
Maurice Portal, to contribute a chapter 
on ‘‘Nermin and the Sportsman’,”’ which 
must be read as a sort of mild counter- 
blast to Mr. Seigne’s own chapter on 
‘Vermin and the Bird-Lover.”’ 

Major Portal, as might be expected, 
shows himself distinctly less friendly than 
the author in his verdicts on peregrine, 
sparrow-hawk and magpie. Yet he 
brings no impeachment against Mr. 


Seigne’s main contention, that it is alto- 


gether incorrect to charge upon an 
increase of “ hawks, magpies, crows and, 
every other kind of vermin,” the scarcity 
of game so much deplored to-day in 
Ireland. 

The question of the précise extent to 
which our Irish-bred “woodcock and 
snipe leave us for warmer climates after 
the close of the nesting: season is one to 
which Mr. Seigne naturally devotes some 
of his attention, without, however, arriv- 
ing at any very confident conclusion. 
While discussing the autumnal migration 
of woodcock into Ireland, he mentions a 
‘eurious incident ” which happened at 
Kilkenny some thirty-five years ago, when 
on a dark, foggy November night a large 
flight of birds—with a few snipe and 
woodcock among them—descended into the 
town, striking the houses and window- 
panes, and falling dead in the streets. 
Mr. Seigne’s proposed explanation of this 
incident—probably true so far as it goes— 
might have been made both fuller and 
clearer had he known of the more cele- 
brated disaster of the same kind which 
befel a great inrush of migrating birds— 
some woodcock and snipe among these, too 
—-in nearly all the towns of south-eastern 
Ireland (Kilkenny among them) on. the 
night of the 20th of March, 1911. This 
rush, it may be remembered, was held by 
the late Mr. R. M. Barrington to be due 
to a combination . of unusual ' meteoro- 
logical conditions. 

A remarkable feature in Mr. Seigne’s 
book is the extent -to-which all his 
observations seem entirely independent, of 
what has been ‘written previously and 
published on the subject. -Of the existing 
text-books on the natural history of 
Ircland he does not appear to have dipped 


slips in«his: book are ‘unavoidable. The 
most cursory glance through the pages. of 
Ussher’s and Warren's “Birds of Ireland,” 
would have saved him from his surprising 
announcement that he “‘has not heard 
of cross-bills nesting in Ireland.” This 
country, has been, as a. matter of fact, 
almost their principal breeding home tn 
the British Islands since 1888. It seems 
quite probable, however, that Mr. Seigne 
has made a real addition (and apparently 
without at all suspecting the fact) to our 
list of known Irish breeding birds, in hie 
statement that “ short-eared or woodcock 
owls seem to be becoming increasingly 
common as a breeding species on many 
moors in Ireland.’’ We hone that so 
careful a field-student as Mr, Seigne will 
be ‘able to substantiate this interesting 
statement. As might be expected, he has 
an eye for our smaller, as well as for our 
larger, birds, and extends a cordial] wel- 
come to the recentlv-passed Wild. Birds

This subordination. marked a fundamental 
duality in his personality... . . He saw the 
Monarch that he was as a power isolated 
from his everyday existence, a second dis- 
embodied. ego, eminent, remote, exalted by 
the will of God. . . .

When. William. succeeded to the throne, 
after an unhappy childhood and a lonely 
boyhood, he was under thirty, and Prince 
Bismarck, who had made the Empire, was 
Chancellor. Bismarck continued his work. 
Abroad the might of his genius, his states- 
craft, his unending alliances, treacherous 
and honourable, supported Germany. At 
home the unlimited power at his disposal, 
bribery, admixed with “blood and iron,” 
consolidated the country until the rising 
tide of a new world. incomprehensible to 
him became too great. His enemy was 
Labour. Indeed, his first. difference with 
the young Kaiser was on the Westphalian 
colliery strike question. 
was concerned: vith the real grievances of 
workers—he saw them as men, as citizens. 
Bismarck saw them as agitators. ‘If they 
were not agitators, then they ought to be 
made into such so that they might be shot 
down and the matter concluded. 

Kaiser and Chancellor .had many 
differences in the two last years of Bis- 
marck’s power, which also were the two 
first of William's reign. The last difference 
was made a test case of obedience as 
between Emperor and subject. William 
demanded that a Cabinet Order should he 
rescinded; which the Chancellof Wad re- 
enforced. after many years. This Order 


.debarred the Emperor from direct associa- 


tion with. his ‘Ministers. _ Bismarck -had 
““IT am not set on com-- 
manding ;. .but.-I. cannot. obey.’’.., Thus, 
when the Emperor’s order, that.also was 
a challenge, came, he refused -to accept ‘it. 

He who was irreplaceable was dismissed. 
When he departed he left the tates open 
that he might be recalled, but another 
man was found.

He had, how- 
ever, got married in 1926, and in those cir- 
cums he said that he had not been 


‘guilty of a breath of the Agréemént bétween 


the Union and the members of the licensed 
trade, 

The Civic Guards, in view of the conduct 
of the deféndants in picketing his licensed 
premises in Dun Laoghaire, had them sum- 
moned, but the District Justice dismissed the 
charge on the ground that there was a trade 
dispute involved, 

OBJECTION TO PICKETING. 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked whether there 
was any evidence to show that the defen- 
dants had interfered with anybody. 

Mr. Wood replied that picketing was all 
that was implied. 

Mr. Wood submitted that thre was no 
trade dispute involved. : 

Mr. Justice Meredith—What, then, is wm 
dispute? Is it a matrimonial or a domestic 
dispute? 

Mr. Wood submitted that it was a hogus 
trade dispute, which, he said, the defendants 
sought to dignify with the designatien of a 
bona-fide trade dispute. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Is not there a dis- 
pute as to whether this man should be dis- 
missed at all? 

Mr, Wood argued that there was no trade 
dispute within the law nor within the agree- 
ment with the defendants. Mr. O’Brién had 
acted within his right, and the employment of 
Fitzgerald was terminated in a légal man- 
ner. In those circumstances, he said, there 
could be no trade dispute. 

Mr. G. Gavan Duffy said that the strike 
was a precious and necessary weapon, of 
which the members of a trade union could 
not be deprived. Mr. O’Brien could have ar- 
bitration or an appeal to the Conciliation 
Tribunal 

A CLEAR TRADE DISPUTE. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, refusing the appli- 
cation for an interlocutory injunction, and 
deciding that the costs should be costs in 
the cause. remarked that on the facts before 
the Court it did not appear that the de- 
fendants had done anything more than adopt 
the course of peacefully communicating to 
the public a certain class of information in 
an endeavour peacefully to persuade them 
to act in accordance with what they sug- 
gested. There was clearly a trade dispute 
in existence, and as far as he could see there 
was no cause of action disclosed in what he 
had heard. 


LEASE OF DUBLIN 
PREMISES. 


DAMAGES AGAINST FARMER 
FOR MISREPRESENTATION. 


iBEFORE MAR. JUSTICE MANNA.) 

A case was heard in which Patrick Henry, 
a stationary engine. driver, of Iveagh House, 
Bride sireet, Dublin, claimed damages against 
Patrick Kavanagh, of the Priory, Rathfarn- 
ham, a farmér, for alleged misrepresentation 
in connection with a lease of the premises 
17 Wood quay, Dublin, purchased by the 
plaintiff for £300. 

The plaintiff, in his statement of claim, 
stated that on the 2nd December, 1929, the 
defendant executed the deed to him in con- 
sideration of the sum of £300. He repre- 
sented that he had a gourd title to make the 
lease, whereas he had no title to make the 
lease, having, oh the 3ist July, 1924, executed 
a deed of mortgage of the préemisés to the 
National Bank, which contained a declaration 
prohibiting him from making any lease of 
the premtses without the consent of the 
bank in writing. No such consent was given. 
The National Bank, claiming under the 
mortgage. demandéd possession of the 
premises from the plaintiff on the 25th of 
last March, and the plaintiff was compelled 
to give up possession of the premises to the 
ank. The plaintiff claimed £300, the con- 
sideration mentioned in the lease; £15 paid 
by him as commission; and £140 for being 
dispossessed of the prémises. 

There was no défence to the action, 

WITNESS WHO GAME LATE. 

One of the witnesses for the plaintiff 
arrived in court twenty minutés after 11 
o'clock and was reprimanded by the judge, 
who stated that that was a State ceart. and 
the witnesses who were subpenaéd to 
attend at 11 o’clock must understand that 
they must attend at 11 o'clock, and not act 
as if they weré attending a football match, 
where it did not matter when they arrived 
so long as they saw the end of it.' 

i The witness expressed his regret for being 
ate. 

The evidence having concluded, á 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it was guite 
obvious that the acceptance of the leasé by 
the plaintiff was obtained hy misrepresenta- 
tion on the part of the defendant. Accordingly, 
Mr. Henry was entitled to have the lease 
set aside. In addition to what he had paid 
in respect of the lease, Mr. Henry had spent 
£35 on repairs done by order of the Corpora- 
tion, and he was entitled to something for 
loss of profit, which, on the figures given to 
his lordship, would have been very small. His 
lordship would give a sum that would bring 
the total figure to £350, and he would give 
judgment for £350 damages for misrépresen- 
tation! against the defendant, with High 
Court costs.

MARRIAGE SETTLEMENT. 

Mr. Kennan, in evidence, said that he was 
married in April of 1926. Under the marriage 
settlement he settled £50 a year on his wife 
and her family provided another £50. In 
addition to the a year he made her a 
monthly allowance of £5 for dress. Her total 
allowance, £160 a year, he thought, was 
libézal for her wants and in accordance with 
her station in life, In addition to that sum 
he provided her with everything élse, in- 
cluding household expenses, travelling 
allowance, etc. 

His wife lived with him until July of last 
year, and in October of the same year she 
refused to return with him from London to 
Dublin. 

During the time they lived together she 
always provided herself with dress out of her 
allowance and he had never been asked tp pay 
anything. The first intimation that he had 
of an account being due to the plaintiff firm 
was by letter of November 29 of last year. 
He replied on December 3rd, and received a 
reply to the effect that, as the firm knew both 
his wife's family and his own, ope were not 
in any difficulty as to whether they should 
extend his wife credit or not. 


SEPARATED. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Houston, the 
witness said that he never accompanied his 
wife on a shopping expedition. 

Mr. Houston—I suggest you were often 
with her ?—Never after we got married. 

You had been before? 

The Witness—I suppose we all tramp the 
samt road before marriage. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Houston—You sugyest that the £5 a 
month you allowed her, tegether with the 
other sums, was adequate for her needs ?-— 
That money was specially to ‘imit her expen- 
diture on her dress—that was the reason of 
the marriage settlement. 

Were any of her personal belongings left 
behind after she icft you ?—Yes. 

Did you, or do you, expect her back !~— 
No. 


HUSBAND'S INCOME. 

Is the sum you allowed your wife, or the 
total sum she enjoyed, at all proportionate to 
your own income !— Yes. 

Did you tell your wife she was not to 
pledge your credit beyond the provision you 
made for her’?—Yes, she understood that 
before we were married, 

1 suggest to you that after her departure you 
knew she had been dealing with Messrs. 
Switzer ?—I knew she bought stuff there, buí. 
did not know it was on credit. I informed 
the firm the moment I heard from them, 
Un one occasion I paid an account for her, 
with her permission, and stopped it from 
her allowance. 

Judge Roche—Because I made you? 

The Witness—No, your lordship; the case 
came before you, and you decided in my 
favour, (Laughter.) 

Judge he—Oh, I remember now. 

Mr. Houston said that he was not in a 
position to contradict the facts to which the 
defendant had sworn. He proceeded to cite 
cases in support of his contention that the 
defendant was liable, and submitted that the 
judge must be satisfied, before deciding in 
the defendant's favour, that he had rebutted 
satisfactorily the plaintiffs’ allegation that 
the goods supplied were nécessary to the 
wife’s social position. Even if, strictly, the 
defendant were not legaliy liable, one would 
think that an ordinary decent-minded man, 
if he had the money, would stand behind his 
wife and pay her debt, 


A FAIR ALLOWANCE. 

Judge Roche said that Mr. Houston had, 
with much energy and ability, sought to over. 
come the absolutely overwhelming difficulties 
with which he was surrounded in that case 
In his (Judge Roche’s) opinion, neither up 
the law nor on the facts were the plaintiffs 
entitled to succeed against the defendant. 
The law on the matter was fairly simple, 
and had been clarified by the decisions of a 
great many judges, and notably by the judg- 
ment given by Mr. Justice MacCardie (the 
well-known bachelor judge) in the case of 
Miss Gray, Ltd., v. Cathcart. 

The judge found on the evidence that the 
defendant’s wife s allowance was a fair one, 
and that in the ordinary way she should not 
have exceeded it. That being so, that in 
itself was sufficient if there were nothing 
else in the casé to dispose of the case. 

But there was a great deal more in the 
case, and it, was all in favour of Mr. Kennan. 


From the time of her marriage until the 


time when she left her husband Mrs. Kennan 
dealt with the plaintiff firm. It was not 
suggested by the plaintiff firm, and was denied 
absolutely by the defendant, that the plaintiff 
firm and he had any dealings during that 
time, or that they evér acquainted him with 
the fact that they were supplying goods on 
credit, to his wife. They were supplying goods 
to her on credit, and she was extremely 
dilatory in her payments. They pressed her 
constantly from time to time, and she always 
made some exeuse: that there were divi- 
dends coming to her, and she would make 
substantial payments. 

In his opinion it was perfectly clear that 
the credit which the plaintiffs gave Mrs. 
Kennan was given to her, and to her alone, 
and not to her husband. The cotrespondence 
made that very clear. 


AN IMPROPER SUGGESTION. 

It had been suggested that there was im- 
proper conduct on the part of Mr. Kennan. 
im that even if there were no legal liability 
cast on him, he should have taken on himself 
his wife's liabilities, and—as counsel put it— 
“stood behind her.” He deprecated any 
such suggestion, and particularly in that case 
where an adequate allowance had been made. 
and where an account had been allowed to 
run up without any knowledge whatever on 
the part of the husband. In his opinion that 
observation would have been better left un- 
made in that particular case. Mr. Kennan 
was in no way to blame, and was under no 
liability, either legal or moral, in respect 
of a debt for which it was sought to make him 
responsible. 

The plaintiffs had brought this trouble on 
themselves. Had there been ordinary care 
on their part that matter would never have 
aksumed its present position. They allowed 
4 lady whom they knew to be “ outrunning 
the constable’’ to rum more and more into 
debt to them; and they could not complain 
if in the end they suffered. He dismissed 
the case on the mérits. :

Niné pérsons, two men and seven women,

One of the women, who resiated arrest, was 
fined an additional 40s., and was refused 
twenty-four hours in which to pay, 
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With the appointment by the newly-elected 
City Council of a committee to control the 
afiairs of the Dublin Union, the Union Com- 
missioners pass out oí existence. Appointed 
in November, 1923, the Commissioners have 
held office íor seven years. Oh the 
three Commissioners were Mr. J. Rory? 
Dr. er, and Mrs. Power. In May, 1924, 
Mr. urphy was replaced by Mr. 
MacLysaght, and in the present year Mr. 
Hernon replaced Mr. Maclysaght. 

In the year ended 3ist March, 1923, the 
jintment of the Com- 
missioners, the demand on the ratepayers in 
réspect of ordinary relief from the North 
and Souta Dublin Dan areas was £281,080. 
The demand for the year ended 3lst March, 
1931, in respect of the same relief and for the 
same area is £250,027, showing a saving in 
thie respect of £31,053 per annum. Cel- 
bridge Union has been éd, causing an in- 
creased demand (on a Jarger area) of £4,765, 
and the Dublin Poor Relief Act. as 8 
a completely new extension in poor relie 
necessitates a separate demand of £132,000 
Since the appointment of the Commissioners 
every se mént of the workhouse has been 
repainted and génerálly ovérhauled, and it is 
not an exaggeration to say that this had not 
been done within the previous fifteen years. 

Health Department (Casual Wards)—The 
Commissioners  -econstructéd and furnished 
portion of the old North Dublin Union build- 
ings, and handed them over to Mr. Frank 
Duff and his co-workers for the reception of 
meles heretofore entering the workhouse as 
casuals, The experiment has so far been a 
complete snecess. The men have improved 
morally and physically, their comfort is in- 
comparably better than in the workhouse 
proper, and the cost of upkeep, etc., is prac- 
tically nil. The new building for females of 
the same class is complete, and Mr. Duff has 
a the same work with regard to 
them. ! 


DEEP-RAY TREATMENT. 

Infirm Departments, Skin Departments and 
Epileptics - Deparlisiitts, Betas hundreds of 
patients have been housed in insanitary huts 
for years. Hospital I, and Hospital IV. have 
been provided and the huts abolished, and 
unskilled attendants replaced by trained 
nurses. 

X-ray and Deep-ray Therapy.—In view 
of the number in the hospitals of cancer 
and other cases likely to benefit by deep- 


, 
. 


‘ray treatment, the Commissioners decided to 


purchase the necessary deep-ray therapy 
apparatus and to reconstruct the necessary 
buildings for same. X-ray apparatus had 
also been purchased, and improved treatment 
would result. It was intended to make both 
apparatus available for treatment of outside 
dispensary patients. 

Lunatics.—The Commissioners, with the co- 
operation of Grangegorman Committee, re- 
constructed and furnished portion of the 
North Dublin Union Workhouse immediately 
adjoining Grangegorman Mental Hospital 
and transferred there the mental patients 
whose accommodation in the Dublin Work. 
house had been condemned as disgraceful 
by inspectors and visitors. Their present 
accommodation is excellent, The ground on 
which the old mental huts once stood, and 
the ground in which the patients exercised, 
has been added to the Consumptive Hospital. 
Consumptive Hospitals have been “cut 
away” from the Workhouse, the dieting 
scale brought up to sanatorium standard, 
the grounds increased in extent and “laid 
out,” and amusement and exercise halls 
provided. 


THE CARE OF CHILDREN. 

In the Workhouse. — The children were 
housed in the wards on the top floor of the 
male hospital, and they had to go down to 
the exercise yard by an outside staircase. 
‘hey have been transferred to a single- 
storeyed hospital standing in its own ground. 
This hospital has been favourably commented 
on by American doctors visiting it, and 
undoubtedly will be of eformous advantage 
to the health of the children. 

In the Nursery (Pelletstown).—Two large 
sun watds and a laundry have been con- 
structed at a cost of £15,000 The milk 
supply has been improved, and more nursing 
sisters provided. The result of these changes 
is seen from the following figures: For the 
vear ended 3lst March, 1924, there were 359 
infants in the institution, and there were 96 
deaths ; for the year ended 3lst March, 1930, 
there were 436 infants, and 66 deaths. Electric 
light is at present being installed. . 

Cabra Schools. — The Commissioner 
adopted a policy of reducing the number of 
children in the institution to the minimum ; 
and, further, it was recognised that a home 
for mental defectives was required. They 
entered into an agreement with the French 
Sisters of Charity to open a home for mental 
defectives, and disposed of children in schools 
as follows :—Boarded out, 149; sent to situa- 
tions, 104; taken by relatives, 176; died, 5; 
to industrial schools, 10; to infirfhary schools, 
4; left in Cabra (mentally defective), 54—a 
total of 502. The Home is now available for 
all mental defectives in the Frée State. There 
are 240 children there, 85 Being from Dublin, 
155 elsewhere. 

Children Boarded Out from Workhouse.— 
There are 240 children hoarded out, and, as 
the foster parents have adopted, practica!ly 
without exception, every foster-child when he 
or she is 15 years, it can be assumed that a 
home has been found., Further, the reports 
of: the inspectors, school teachers and per- 
sonal inspection of Commissioner Mrs. Power, 
prove that the children are well cared. 


CHILDREN ACT, 1908. 

Children. boarded out by. outside persons 
under the above Act must be inspected by 
visitors appointed by the Poor Law 
authority. The administration and super- 
vision of this highly important work was in 
the absolute control of Mrs. Power, as indeed 
was the handling of all cases of mothers and 
children coming under the Commissioners. In 
the year in the end of which the Commis- 
sioners were appointed (1923-1924) there were 
562 infants registered, and there ware 84 
deaths. As a result of unremitting care, 
attention and pressure this terribly high 
mortality has been reduced by more than 


the past three years :— 

In 1927-28 there were 489 infants regis- 
tered and 49 deaths; im 1928-29 there were 
620 infants registered and 55 deaths; in 1999. 
30 there were 496 infants registered and 44 
deaths. 

In addition rickets (which had been 
extremely prevalent) have practically disap- 
peared among these children, and infantile 
disease generally greatly reduced. In 1993. 
1924-there were thirteen inquests in the city 
on children who were at nurse under the Act 
of 1908. Since 1927 there had been none. 1 
is safe to say that very few, if any, authorities 
or systems can show such results in the reduc- 
tion of infantile mortality in such a short 
time. 4

MR. O'NEILL THANKED.

He had now heen placed in the chair, and 
he felt compelled to sav that it would be a 
verv good day for the Council when he could 
its business in session, and more 
particularly out of session, in the way that 
the late Chairman had conducted it.

“ Women and the French Ideal,” Professor 
Robert Balmain Mowat, M.A., of Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford, and Professor of 
History in the University»of Bristol, took as 
the subject matter of his third lecture;.* The 
Empress Eugenie.” He had already dealt 
with Joan of Arc, as the product of mili- 
tary and religious spirit of France}; and with 
Madame de Cx as the product oí the 


French salon the 18th-19th centuries. 

At the outsct, Profegsor Mowat said that 
the very fact thit two of the three characters 
he had chosen as great French women were 
not of French parentage was merely proof of 
the remarkable power of assilmilation of the 
French nation. Perhaps they were a little 
apt in history to exaggerate the importance 
of racial stock, The truth was that all the 
civilised nations of the Western world had 
been for hundreds of years exchanging per- 
sons, and this international exchange had had 
a profound influence on the development of 
the various national cultures. - In the 
eighteenth century this international exchange 
‘was at its highest. It went on into the 
nineteenth century, and, to a certain extent, 
was going on still. 


A SPANISH NOBLE’S DAUGHTER. 

Kugenie, or, to give her the full name, 
Marie Eugenie Ignace Augustine de Montijo, 
was a Spaniard, born in Granada in May, 
1826, the daughter of a great Spanish noble, 
Don Cipriano Guzmany Porto Carrero, who 
later succeeded his brother as a Grandee of 
Spain. Eugenie’s mother was the daughter 
of a gentleman called William Kirkpatrick, of 
Scottish birth, but a naturalised citizen of 
the United States, a wine merchant in Malaga 
by profession, who acted as United States 
Consul. In 1834, Eugenie was taken by her 
mother to Paris for her education, and she 
was associated with that country from that 
time on. The Convent of the Sacre Cceur 
where she was educated, was attended by a 
great many of the nobility of France, but, 
in addition, she had for a considerable time 
as tutor the famous—even then famous— 
writer, Prosper Merrimee, and recently there 
had been published by. the Duc d’Alba 
(Eugenie’s brother-in-law) a most interesting 
series of three thousand letters written by 
Merrimee to Eugenie’s mother. 

These letters threw a great deal of light 
on the upbringing of the girl who was to be 
Empress of France., Her education continued 
untal 1649, when. her. mother,.who was -Ladv. 
in-Waiting to Queen Isabella ‘of Spain, left 
that country, as she disagreed with the ways 
of the Court, which was not the most correct 
Moving to Paris, she settled down and lived 

at cosmopolitan, fashionable life which 
Paris knows how to display so gracefully 
Ac@otding to Lord Cowley, the British 
Ambasador in Paris, Eugenie’s mother was 
the most successful matchmaker of the age 
Her other daughter was married to the Duc 
d’Alba, one of the greatest and wealtiest and 
most historic of the Spanish nobility. 


BEAUTY AND WIT, 

Eugenie herself. was known for her beauty 
and her wit, though one memoir writer of the 
time said that she rather cave the illusion 
of great intellect—as a clever woman always 
knew how to do. She was fo speak 
sympathetically and appreciatively with men 
of every walk—the scholar, the soldier, the 
statesman, the man of letters and the 
traveller, and to all she gave this illusion 
She became one of the best known ladies in 
Paris. In 1848 there occurred the third 
French Revolution, whose efiect spread ali 
over the Continent, leaving virtually 
throne unshaken, and brought bac 
that mysterious: figure, Louis Napoleon, 

Surely, commented the lecturer, there was 
nothing more astonishing in history than that 
those two figures—Eugenie, the daughter of 
a commoner, and Louis Napoleon, who was, 
after all, only the younger son of a younger 
son of First Napoleon—should become 
Empress and Emperor of France. 

Professor Mowat briefly traced the remark 
able career of Louis touching on 
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Na nolec n, 
; efiorts fo restore 
Emptre—in 1836 and again in 1840=and 
the oi ity’ provided him by the third 
revolution in 1845 to come back to the France 
from which the Napoleon family had been 
banished for ever. Louis's retimn to the 
Assembly was followed by his election as 
President of the Repuhke, and then he 
brought off his coup d’état and proclaimed 
limseif Emperor. 

THE MARRIACE. 

An alllance by marriage with Louis 

Napoleon. was not looked on with favour by

seemed quickly to have made up his mind that 
it would be better, failing the. princess of a 
great house, to marry a cOmmoner than the 
ighter of any minor Principality. Then 
came the incident when, at a bail at the 
luillerles, Eugenie was insulted by some of 
the jealous nobility, on hearing which Louis 
used the historic phrase “‘/e vous vengerai.’”’ 
Revenge her he did, by announcing his en- 
gagement in a fortnight, and six months later 
the Countess Eugenie married Louls and 
became Empress ot France. 

The marriage touched the whole civilised 
world; there never had been such an event 
before. lt was a brilliant success, because 
the young Spanish Countess succeeded in build. 
ing up a Court as successfully as any 
Princess of a Royal line could have hoped to 
ihere were many accounts of her 
lt was in a sense severe, the manners 
well observed and _ dignified, not too 
luxurious, a mixture of democracy and of 
rather fin de siécle, but very representative 
of what the Court life of France should be. 
Bismarck was rather contemptuous, mindful 
oft the rigid military style at ferlin: but 
Queen Victoria found it, on the other. hand,

PRESIDING AT THE COUNCIL, 

Perhaps, had she confined herself to the 
afiairs of Court her fame would have 
been greater, but she aspired to play a lead- 
ing part on the stage of world aflairs. Young 
though she was, she had a strong will, with 
cpinions distinctly her own, and her husband 

w her early beginning to attend meetings 
of the Council, where, in the absence of 
the Emperor, she occasionally took the chair, 
Lhe birth of the Frince Imperial, in 1856, 
seemed to mark the high-water mark ef the 
French Empire. The members of the Great 
(‘ongress of Paris, held after the Crimean 
War, visited the Empress, and, as they 
passed the baby, each threw an eagle's 
leather into the cradle, as a tribute to his 
Imperial position. Three years afterwards 
Louis Napoleon became involved in that 
Italian policy from which he was never able 
to shake himself free. Earlier he had sent 
a French expeditionary force to Italy to 
help to restore the Pope, and there was 
maintained all the time a standing army of 
20,000 French soldiers in Italy. : 

It was unintelligible why Louis should 
now join with Victor Emmanuel, King of 
Sardinia, in his move against the Italian 
States. Louis helped Victor Emmanuel to 
break down the power of Austria, bus then, 
unexpectedly and inexplicably, he suddenly 
stopped the war. Mr. Wickham Steed after- 
wards—from a conversation at a dinner-table 
with the Empress Kugenie—gathered from her 
manner that, she had been responsible for 
influencing Louis to take this step. It might 
have been statesmanlike on her part, bunt, it 
alienated Victor Emmanuel, and the Italians.

A Slave in Dublin. 


A recent reference to slavery in the 
Orient has prompted « correspondent to 
quote an advertisement which he came 
across a short while-ago. “ In a copy of 
the Dublin Weekly Journal, dated Decem- 
ber 13th, 1734,” he says, “‘ there, appears 
an advertisement, offering for sale in the 
City of Dublin ‘a likely negro boy about 
fourteen years of age, who speaketh good 
English,’ and the public is further in- 
formed that this boy ‘is proper for the 
service of any gentleman in the country, 
having been brought up in a plantation in 
the West Indies, where they are much 
used to exercise. especially running.’ ”’ 
Those. who wished*to be ‘‘ further in- 
formed” were referred to the printer of 
the Journal. 


Musical Festivals. 


The Musical Festival movement has 
grown with remarkable rapidity in the 
North.

Porter: who took a prominent part in the 
establishment of the Belfast Musical 
Festival. Other classes are open to factory 
workers, school choirs, Girl 
Guides, Brownies, Boy Scouts, church 
choirs. and choirs from warehouses, shops 
and offices. In such festivals my sympathy 
goes to the adjudicator, who has to listen 
to several hundred very juvenile vianists 
strueeline with such classics as “ Twinkle, 
twinkle little star.”

| Artistic Maturity. 


Artistic talent early manifests itself, 
that of music being specially precocious. 
Chopin appeared at his first concert at 
the age of nine, and Handel gave an 
organ recital when he was seven years 
of age. Literature, however, is a more 
exacting mistress, and requires a severe 
apprenticeship, most of the greatest works 
being the creations of mature intellect. 
Robert Burns, at the age of fifteen, wrote 
his first verses in tribute to a girl whose 
singing in the fields enraptured him; yet 
a dozen years el before the first pub- 
lication of any of his work. Sir Walter 
Scott began Waverly, his first novel, in 
1805, when he was 34. William 
Thackeray was 39 when The Paris Sketch 
Book was published, and Vanity Fair was 
written when he was in his forty-seventh 
year. Anatole France commenced his 
career of letters at the mature age of 37, 
and Defoe was nearly 60 when Robinson 
Crusoe was completed: Carlyle’s monu- 
mental work, The History of the French. 
Revolution, made its first appearance in 
1837, when its creator was 42, and a still 
more colossal work, The Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire, covering a period 
of fourteen centuries, was conceived and 
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commenced by Gibbon in his 28th year.

Shakespeare and Smoking. 


It is strange that Shakespeare never 
once makes the slightest allusion tc 
smoking, and it is difficult to suggest a 
reason for such a silence. He knew the 
human heart too well, and kept too 
steadily in view the universal nature of 
man to be afraid of painting the external 
trappings and the fleeting customs of his 
time. Does he not delight to moralise 
on false hair, masks, perfumes, dice, 
farthingales? If the great dramatist’s 
contemporaries were silent about the new 
fashion of smoking, we should not :o 
much wonder that Shakespeare ignores 
it; but  Dekker’s and .Jonson’s plays 
abound in allusions to tobacco, its uses 
and abuses. The humorist and satirist 
Jost.7Ró opportunity of deriding the new 
fashfon and its followers. Ben Jonson 
makes that dry. shrewd water-carrier of 
his, Cob, rail at the ‘‘rougish tobacco.”’ 
It may. be said that Shakespeare thoucht 
it unwise to praise—if he did not wish to 
blame—a custom detested by King James. 


Past and Present. 


In the old days, so the chroniclers of 
Dublin life tell us, one of the sights of 
the city was the arrival of the mail 
coaches from distant parts of the country, 
coaches with their freight of adventurous

| The Liffey. 


Recently, whilst arranging some notes 
on the course of the River Liffey, I found 
a report, written sixty years ago by the 
Naas Correspondent of the Irish Times, 
which told how a venturesome ‘military 
officer had successfully navigated a small 
boat or canoe from Liffey Head to Dublin. 
His only landing en route was at Poula- 
phouca Waterfall, from which he carried 
his craft to the next navigable portion, 
and then proceeded to his destination. If 
he had continued his voyage to the Pool- 
beg, he would have covered the full

United |and afterwards conveyed to his 


seventy-six miles which is the length of 
the river. The main object of the under- 
taking was financial, and a considerable 
sum was won by the accomplishment of 
the feat, but. apart from that the voyager 
had an uncommon opportunity of enjoying 
the picturesque scenery through which he 
travelled. Liffey Head is in the parish 
of Calary, known to the most intrepid 
Dublin racegoers. About a mile and a 
half away, near Upper Lough Bray, there 
is another source of the river. The two 
streams meet at Coronation Wood, near 
Sallygap, and form the Liffey proper. The 
old militray road crosses it at this point, 
and here is the first of the many bridges 
that span the waterway during its course 
to the sea. 


Che Love-Apple. 


The excellence of the tomato crop this 
year is a reminder of a unusual 
modern development of what was long 
looked upon as a curfosity. Hailing from 
Mexico, the ‘‘ tomati,’’ or love-apple, was 
brought to Europe early in the seven- 
teenth century, but was little cultivated 
for thrpe hundred years, owing to a wide- 
spread belief that it was the forbidden 
fruit. of Eden, and by reason of a popular 
prejudice which alleged that it produced 
cancer. When, however, about thirty 
years ago, horticulturists discovered that 
the climatic difficulties of cultivation 
could be overcome bv using glass, its 
popularity became extensive and is now 
assured. 


Reversing the Order. 


The occurrence this week of the four 
hundred and thirty-fourth anniversary of 
the landing of Columbus in America seems 
to have passed almost unnoticed by news- 
papers. The occasion is so momentous, 
however, that I cannot refrain from quot- 
ing part of a speech made some years ago 
at a school debate. The motion before the 
House was: ‘‘ That this House deplores 
the action of Columbus in discovering 
America.” ‘‘ The Americans,’’ concluded 
one of the speakers emphatically, “ have 
ruined our ears with their jazz music, our 
teeth with their chewing-gum, and our 
roads with their cars.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—In your issue of October 14th you 
report Mr. P. J. O'Neill as saying at a 
meeting of the Catholic Truth Conference 
that ‘‘it was no wonder that the total collapse 
of Protestantism was imminent when the 
basic fact of Christianity was not only 
questioned, but openly denied by the very 
pore whose duty it was to defend it even 
with their jives.”” Will you allow me to 
state that there are people—I hope that J 
am one of them—whose highest object in life 
is the attainment of truth and fact, who 
try to follow truth wherever it ledds, whose 
beliefs must be conditioned by evidence, and 
who refuse to make assertions stronger than 
the evidence warrants? They realise that 
human opinions can only be approximations 
to ultimate and complete truth, which can 
only be apprehended by an Infinite Mind. 
The sincere shea of truth must ever keep his 
mind open to new evidence, and must be 
ready to modify his opinion whenever new 
evidence requires him to do so. | 

The question, '“ What are the basic facts of 
Christianity?’’ is to me an intensely interest- 
ing one; but how am I to arrive at a satis. 
factory answer? I must not only study all 
available ancient documents, but I must alse 
weigh the value of their evidence. And, 1 
in the procers : see reason to reject some 
old error, is there anything to fear or be 
ashamed of in this? All creeds have bee 
modified by the growth of knowledge. ‘The 
classic instance is the discovery of the motior 
of the earth. What was once a heresy, as 
contradicting the revealed word of God, is 
now taught as one of the first lessons to a 
Christian child. 

Here is a more recent example of change of 
belief. For many centuries it was the almost 
universal belief of Christians that excruciating 
and never-ending torments awaited the great 
majority of human beings after death. ‘To. 
day scepticism or indignant denial of this 
doctrine is not confined to Protestants. Many 
years ago | bought some copies of a little 
book, “ The Sight of Hell,” by the Rev. 
J. Furniss, at Duffy’s bookshop. The other 
day I asked for a copy, and was told that ‘t 
was withdrawn from circulation. We are all 
to-day more or less modernists; we are all 
moving on. . The only difference between 
Mr. P. J, O’Neill’s Church and mine is that 
his moves more slowly and with more diffi

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THE GALWAY MACE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—I have read your reference, in your 
issue of the 14t4 instant, to the ancient mace 
of Galway. The Miss Blake, of Murrough 
House, who until quite recently had pesses 
sion of the mace, is of the family of Blake, of 
Furbeugh, Co. Galway. Her grandfather was 
laeutenant-Colonel John Blake, of Furbouzh, 
Mayor of Galway, 18350-1836, who was the 
first Catholic Mayor since 1688, when Dominick 
Browne was elected Mayor under the charter 
granted to Galway by hing James II. Colonel 
Blake died in 1836, and his serond son, 
Edmond Blake, who had heen Deputy Mayor 
since 1851, was elected Mayor in 1876, and 
retained that position until 1841. when the 
Corporation of Galway was abolished by the 
Municipal Corporations Act, 1840. Edmond 
Blake then got possession of the Corporation 
regalia—the mace and sword—of which he 
kept possession until his death, :ged 92, in 
1905. He married in 1870 Anne, auchter of 
Christopher St. George, of Tyrone, Co. Gal- 
way, and had an only child, Anne Blake, the 
lady above-mentioned. She got possession, on 
her father’s death, of the mace and sword. 
and exhibited them at the Galway Exhibition 
in 1907. 

Many of your readers will be glad to have 
an account and description of them. I have 
a little-known pamphlet, called “ The Gailliv,”’ 
written for the Augustinian community of St. 
Augustin’s Church, Galway, to raise funds 
for the repair of their church. The pamphlet 
was printed in Galway by Philip O'Gorman, 
in 1901,,and it contains, at pages 70-71, a 
full description of the mace and sword and 
a  mnar ae of them. The mace is a beauti- 
ful work of art, and has the words “' Semper 
Kadem"’ engraved on it, and the following 
inscription :—‘‘#z Dono Edwarde Eyre, 
Mayor de Gallway, Ann : Domini, 1719.” 

The first inscription on the sword is dated 
-€60, and is as follows::—‘‘ Rex, Grex, Lex. 
et Ecclesia restaurata. Anno Domini, 1660. 
John Morgan, Mayor.” The next is a long 


Latin inscription, dated 1692, when Thomas | 


Revett was Mayor, and then follow these 
names:—John Shaw, Mayor, 1755; Pat 
Blake, Esq., Mavor, 1756; Croasdale Shaw, 
Esq., Mavor, 1746 and 1749: Cha. Revett, 
senior, 1727; Cha. Revett, his son, Mavor, 
1761; Pat Blake of Drum, Esqa.. Mayor, 1771. 
The final inscription is :—‘‘ 1830, Lientenant- 
Colonel John Blake, of Furboagh, fist 
R. Catholic Mayor of Galway since 1688: 
Kdmond Blake, Esq., his: son, Mayor, and 
Deputy Mayor from 1831 to 1841, and last

The result was that over (4) 
girls employed by him at this particular work 
had to be let go, and this part of his factory, 
with expensive machinery, was closed down. 
Many were sorry for this, for more than one 
reason, as the Éarnaeas sauce was as good 
as any foreign sauce introduced into the 
country.

The 
municipal elections will take place next 
January, and it is rumoured that some of 
the retiring members will not seek re- 
election. It seems that there is difficulty 
in getting representative citizens to offer 
their services on the Council. For many 
years Unionist candidates have been 
chosen by political organisations, and any- 
one of dá ndent mind who attempted 
to break that traditionaí practice was 
branded as “ a traitor to the cause. 

Moreover, it is believed that the com- 
position of the Corporation has been 
afiected by personation at the polls—an 
evil that created a scandal in civic affairs. 
The Prime Minister said that this evil must 
cease, and subsequently a measure was 
be by Parliament. to gu against it. 

he business men of Belfast, as represented 
by the Chamber of Commerce, the Chamber 
of Trade and the Rotary Club, considered 
the problem of municipal representation 
at a meeting this week; when it was 
suggested that Commissioners should be 
appointed to managé the city in certain 
eventualities. The difficulty of finding 
suitable candidates was discussed, and it 
was stated that representative men in busi- 
ness life could not spare time for the satis- 
factory discharge of civic duties. 

Fears have been expressed that the city’s 
consolidated rate may be increased next 
year—as hinted by the Lord’ Mayor—but 
the large contributions which the Corpora- 
tion has been making in respect of com- 
pensation for malicious injuries caused 
during the riots a few years ago are coming 
to an end, and an increase of rates may 
not be necessary. 


ROAD ACCIDENTS. 


The traffic record of Northern Ireland 
continues to be marred by road accidents, 
many of which are fatal. Whatever the 
cause, such accidents are too frequent. 
The public has become so much accustomed 
to them that the toll of life on streets and 
highways passes almost unnoticed. There 
is no one who is better acquainted with 
these accidents than Dr. James Graham, 
Coroner for Belfast. From time to time, 
in the course of his duties, he draws 
attention to the state of affairs. 

Speaking this week on the occurrence of 
road accidents generally, Dr. Graham said 
that it was almost impossible nowadays 
to get past a ‘bus, and the drivers simply 
refused to extend the courtesy of the road. 
He would like to warn them that some- 
thing might happen very soon to limit 
their speed to an even greater extent. In 
the course of the case that Dr. Graham 
was investigating, he said that his com- 
ments did not apply to it, but were the 
result of his own observations during the 
past few weeks. 

It transpired that “buses frequently 
travelled at forty miles an hour on the 
highways ; the craze for speed seems to be 
increasing. instead of diminishing. The 
Government last year virtually created a 
monopoly in Northern Ireland’s passenger 
traffic, in pursuit of safety, but the results 
do not appear to be very encouraging. 


MUSIC IN THE NORTH. 


The syllabus for next season’s musical 
festival in Belfast contains several new 
and interesting features, Altogether there 
are 150 classes, which comprise 17 events 
for vocal solos, 43 choral contests and 
Sli.ging games, five duets, trios and 
quartets, 24 string, and three organ 
classes. 11 for sight-singing. ear tests, 
ete.: 17 for pianoforte, and 28 for verse. 
speaking and team reading. The new 
classes include a prize of £10 to com. 
memorate the late Dr. Lawrence Walker— 
a well-known Belfast musician—and it 
has been allocated to the class for 
advanced piano competitors, resident in 
Northern Ireland 

The “Miss M. E. Porter '” prize, value 
£10, has been placed for the winner of 
the junior pianoforte repertoire class, and 
additional classes have been arranged for 
junior violinists (duet), and ‘cello scale- 
playing. A most popular event will be 
the competition in story-telling by seniors. 
In this class the competitors will be given 
a short story, and, after a few minutes’ 
study. they will have to tell it in their own 
words to the audience, who, in the mean- 


time, have heard it recited by “Ac 
adjudicator. 3 : 
Another distinctive prize is the “ Ord” 
Scholarship of £12 to be awarded to the 
winner of the junior violin or junior 'ce|lo 
whichever is better, in a turther test. 
Over fifty cups and about a dozen shields 
and diplomas are offered for competition 
in addition to the numerous gold, silver 
and bronze medals. It will be recalled 
that Dublin competitors virtually ‘ swept 
the boards "’ in the pianoforte classes last 
year, but Belfast students hope to reverse 
the decision on this occasion.

MENACE TO FARMERS 


The dumping of Russian oats in Belfast 
has createa alarm among the farming con 
munity throughout the Six Counties, and 
protests have been mad? by public bodies 
and representative citizens. it is admitted 
in oficial quarters that nothing can be 
done to prevent the importation of cheap 
grain. So far as can be gathered, it seems 
that about 30,000 tons of the Soviet produce 
are destined for Ulster. Sir mdward 
Archdale, Northern Minister of Avricy! 
ture, commenting on this further handicap 
to home industry, says that “it is a 
thing that should not go on.” Everyon, 
agrees with him, but it is difficult to find 
a remedy. 

The . Northern Government, 
anxious to assist the farmers in ever 
possible way, is restricted in its powers, 
and in this matter is quite helpless. A; 
meeting of the Coleraine Chamber oí 
Commerce a couple of days ago it was 
stated that a deputation had interviewed 
the Prime Minister and the Minister oí 
Agriculture on the subject. Lord (rai, 
avon, it was said, had told them that the 
farmers had his sympathy, and he had 
promised to forward a strong remonstranco 
to the Imperial Government. 


NATIVE COURTESY, 


It was suggested at a meeting of the 
Belfast Board of Trade this week that a 
“ school for manners” should be estal- 
lished. The suggestion arose out of a 
statement that suop assistants in many 
cases were uncivil; the opinion was « 
pressed by one member that education w.s 
at the root of the trouble. Possibly. he 
added, a school of manners might do more 
go.d than anything else. 

On the same day, in Belfast. but in a 
different place, James A. 
Lindsay, of Queen's | niversity, described 
the national characteristics of the English, 
Scottish, Irish and Welsh races. He was 
speaking to a large Rotary gathering, and 
in the course of his address he said, in his 
references to the Irish people, that “' the 
lower orders have a natural courtesy not 
excelled, and perhaps hardly equalled, in 
any other country.” The typical Irish, he 
said, were genial, courteous, witty, com- 
panionable, hospitable, kindly, fonder «f 
pleasure than of work, devoted to sport, 
good talkers, somewhat happy-go-lucky, 
loyal to their Church, respectful to learn- 
ing, nore or Jess care-free, and honourab'e 
towards women. 

The Ulster race, said Professor Lindsay, 
is a combination of the aboriginal!

THE FREE STATE MARKET. 

All the protection in the world would not 
save the linen industry in its present de- 
pressed condition. Near at hand they had 
twenty-six counties, with a population of three 
millions, who would be much more anxious to 
7 ort Trish linen than the British house- 
holder, but the Government fixed their .eyes 
across the sea’and neglected that market at 
their door. 

“Boundaries and political differences not- 
withstanding, said Mr. Beattie, “if you can 
get the Free State under a good-will form of 
market, I recommend you to go to the Free 
State with your linen. I believe the stimulus 
given to linen through that means would be 
such that the linen mills of Belfast would 
once mote be working.” 

LORD CRAIGAVON'S REPLY. 

The Prime Minister (Viscount Craigavon) 
asked the House to turn down the motion on 
grounds which he hoped to show were fair, 
just and sound. He referred to the employ- 
ment given on the erection of the new Parlia- 
mentary buildings, the Royal Courts of 
Justice, and the work which would be given 
in the future under the scheme of Imperial 
authorities for the erection of a large tele- 
phone exchange in Belfast. 

Having réferred to various grants made 
by the Government in the direction of 
improving agriculture, the Prime Minister 
said that he had no hesitation in saying that 
the Government had done more for agricul- 
ture in the past few years than any Govern- 
ment in the world. He pointed to the 
great benefit received by the farmer as a 
result of de-rating, and mentioned that it 
was costing £640000 a year, which 
represented a capitalised value of twelve 
millions. 

“NOTHING DOING.” 

Since the Government took office 21,438 
houses had been erected, at a cost of over 
two and a half millions, and it could not. 
be said that in this department the Govern. 
ment had done nothing. They deeply 
regretted the present depression in the linen 
industry, but he maintained that the Govern. 
ment had done their best. The Minister for 
Labour was always ready to help to promote 
the linen trade across the water—— 

Mr. Beattie—What about the Free State? 

The Prime Minister—If the honourable 
member's only method of improving the 
industry is for Ulster to go into the Free 
State—— 

Mr. Beattre-—I made no such suggestion. 
1 suggested that instead of quoting for the 
45 millions in England you might quote for 
the three millions in the Free State.

He added that if it were a .question of 
tarifis erected by the Free State, not only 
against Ulster, but against Great Britain, he 
could only say that that wes a matter for 
the Free State. The Free State found it 
suited them to have a protective tariff against 
Ulster linen, and the Government in Ulster 
could do nothing in regard. to tariffs, because 
they were Imperial matters 

THE ELECTRICITY SCHEME. 

The Government had in view, he con- 
tinued, a vast electricity scheme, which 
would be of great valne in reducing unem- 
ployment, and which would. revolutionise the 
whole fare of Ulster; and there were several 
other works, such as the Bann drainage and 
the erection of the Lendonderry bridge, 
which would help to absorb the unemployed. 

Replying to an interruption by Mr. Beattie, 
the Prime Minister said that as long as he 
stood in his present the “B” 
Specials would remain. 

Mr. Beattie—You will have to pay them. 

The Prime Minister—We will pay them 
willingly. 

A SERIOUS SITUATION. 

Proceeding, he :aid that he frankly ad. 
mitted the seriousness of the situation, and 
his deepest sympathy went out to both the 
manufacturers and employés, who were faced 
with high taxation and unfair competition 
from foreign countries. There was consola- 
tion, at least in the thought—and this was 
the only reference he would make to Imperial 
and tariff matters—that there might be a 
blessing coming out of this great depression. 
He helieved that the country, as a whole, 
was being educated thoroughly as to what 
free trade had led the country to; and there- 
fore they had a better understanding when 
they saw the masses of men out of work in 
every direction, in cotton, linen, and steel 
industries, 

He was not prepared to solve. nor could he 
solve, the unemployment question. He was 
prepared, however, to encourage trade and 
industry to come to Ulster and give them 
avery assistance. They would do everything 
possible tc push their Ulster industries. He 
had gone through Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand advocating Ulster industries, and 
recently had invited the Prime Ministers of 
the Dominions now in London to visit Belfast 
and have a heart-to-heart talk, 


MR. DEVLIN 

Mr. Devlin (Nat‘) said that the first thing 
that the Government did to prove how incap- 
able they were was to accept a solution of the 
lrish question by which a Parliament was 
established in Northern Ireland, and a re- 
sponsibility accepted to pay over seven 
millions a year to the British Government. 
That amount had not been paid over, how. 
ever, and only £150,000 had been paid last 
year. According to the Minister of Finance. 
they would soon be unable to pay any at all. 
They had a Parliament for a population a 
little more than that of Glasgow, with a Civil 
Service of 1,400, and it was all run on the 
lines of a Parliament which governed an in. 
ternal population of 45 millions. The results 
of the Government’s years of office were to be 
seen in the 71,000 registered unemployed, the 
additional] 30,000 who were not registered; 
in the present parlous condition of industry, 
and in the fact that Northern Ireland was on 
the verge of bankruptcy. 

Instead of endeavouring to improve trade 
relations with New Zealaid and other distant 
parts of the Empire he urged that they should 
do more to cultivate more trade and better 
telations with the Irish Free State.

Wagner must have 
heen a difticult man for any woman to manage, 
and Minna was rather a stupid person, quite 
unable to understam! ‘her husband. Some 
time after their marriage Wagner had to quit 
Saxony, being under suspicion of revolu- 
tionary activities. For many years he was 
an exile, staying for different riods 
at Paris, at places in Switzerland, and 
at Vienna. At Paris he was joined 
for a time by Minbda, but the old 
incompatibility soon declared itself again. 
Minna went back to her own relatives, and 
thereafter. only ' intermittent attempts to 
resume domestic relations were made by the 


composer.

however, Cosima was the composer’s faithful 
domestic partner. She remained with him 
to the end of his life, and after his death 
she carried on the management of the 
Bayreuth Festival Theatre. She died at a 
great age last year. 


“ HERO OF THE RING.” 
During the happy 
Wagner was engaged in the composition of 
the music of “‘Siegfried’’ and ‘The Twilight of 
the Gods.”” Some twenty years earlier, when 
in Paris, ha had. fixed on “‘Siegfried’s Death, '' 
a subject taken from the Scandinavian version 
of the ‘* Nibelungenlied,’’ for the drama in 
which he would work out his new art-form 
principles. When he came to write the poem, 
he found that it needed a preparatory part, 
which he called ‘‘Young Sleairied.” This. 
in its turn, needed dramatic explanation, and 
the scheme finally developed as the tetralo; 
known as ' The Ring of the Nibelungs.” 
Although the poem was written, so to speak, 
backwards. Wagner wrote the music in due 
order. ‘‘ Rhinegold’’ and “ The Valkyrie”’ 
were given music when the composer had 
only a visionary hope of their ever being 
performed. Then he had to lay the work 
aside in order to accomplish ‘‘ The Master- 
singers” and “ Tristan and Isolda.’’ When 
he took up the third section of ‘‘ The. Ring,” 
he was in possession of the joyful knowledge 
that his plan for the production of the entire 
work, in a specially designed festival theatre, 
had become feasible through King Ludwig s 
interest. i 
fried ” and the first act of “The Twilight of 
the Gods’’ was committed to paper with 
prospering enerzy. The musical ideas had 
been for a long time in solution in Wagner's

SIEGFRIED'S BIRTH. 

In the summer of 1869, when Wagner was 
finishing “ Siegfried ” and getting to work 
on ‘‘ The Twilight of the. Gods,’’ Cosima 
bore him a son. They named him, of course, 
Siegfried. The elated composer there and 
then wrote the Siegfried Idyll, the themes 
of which he took from the music of the 
Siegfried and Brunnhilda scenes then occupy- 
ing his mind. As he intended, this piece of 


exquisite music was played as a serenade for | 


Frau Cosima. 

A young musician named Hans Richter, 
who was at Triebschen as Wagner's copyist 
(helping the composer with the actual writing 
out of the score) was the horn player of 
the little orchestra which plaved the Idyll 
that day by the lovely shore of Lake Lucerne. 
Later in life Richter was the famous con- 
ductor of the Hallé Concerts. The present 
conductor of thos concerts is Sir Hamilton 
Harty, who is to conduct the Dublin Phil- 
harmonic Society's performance of the Idyll. 

Siegfried Wagner, with whose birth the 
Idyll, as we have recalled, is associated, 
grew up to be a musician and composer. 
Many of his operas were produced in German 
opera houses, but the world at large has not 
concerned itself with them. He assisted and 
succeeded his mother in the continuation of 
the festival performances of | Richard 
Wagner's works in the theatre at Bavreuth. 
It is not unfitting that a musical society in 
Dublin shou)d commemorate, at the first 
opportanitv after his death, the son of 
poe Wagner and the grandson of Franz 
4iszt.

to the Imperial Conference, The idea is 
check. upon the decline in. native wheat- 
growing, and the case for the scheme was 
stated with much force by Colonel Ruggles 
Brise in a recent article in The Times, 


The proposal is that British millers shall 


be compelled .to include a definite propor- 
tion of native and Dominion wheat in all 
their millings. At present the ratio of 
home-grown to imported wheat is only 
thirteen per cent., and British growers 
take the view that this percentage ought 


| to be increased. Experts declare that, 


if a: definite proportion of at least fifteen 
per cent, were established for native 
supplies, all the wheat that. could be grown 
in Great Britain would find a ready 
market. From the English farmer’s point 
of view, therefore, the problem resolves 
itself into a guaranteed increase of some 
two per cent. on existing milling ratios. 
The quota suggestion has been placed on 
the table of the Imperial Conference by 
the British Government, not as a recom- 
mendation, but as a possible means to 
increase the import of Dominion wheat 
into the United. Kingdom. It is being 
investigated very carefully by British and 
Dominion experts, and probably it will be 
adopted in one form or another. 

Canada and Australia, of course, 
demand a tariff, They insist that from 
every point of view this solution of the 
difficulty promises the’ most satisfactory 
results, but His Majesty’s Government 
abhors the idea of import duties and will 
go to almost any lengths to avoid them. 
Apart altogether from the question of 
tarifis, the adoption of the quota system 
would give substantial advantages to the 
Dominions, At present British millers 
use, On an average, about forty-five per 
cent, of Dominion wheat, and depend for 
some forty-two per cent. of their supplies 
on foreign sources. The wheat-growing 
Dominions feel that a larger proportion of 
their grain could be milled without any 
increase of bread prices in Great Britain, 
and, since their most urgent need is a 
guaranteed market, they would welcome 
the institution of a quota which would 
increase their exports. The Socialist 
Government in Great Britain is anxious 
to establish the principle of import boards 
and bulk purchase, in addition to the 
quota; but Conseryative opinion is 
opposed strongly to this plan, on the 
ground that it involves price control and 
would encourage the growth of a bureau- 
cratic machine of almost unlimited size. 
Such a scheme would mean a colossal 
gamble in wheat “'futures,” and might 
result in a large increase of British bread 
prices. Everything would depend on the 
world price of wheat. The British con- 
sumer might benefit if world prices should 
increase.. He would suffer if they should 
fall, whereas, with a simple tariff, the 
element of gambling would not arise. 

The possibility that Britain may adopt 
a wheat quota has an intimate concern 
for the Irish Free State. Irish wheat- 
growers have been imploring the Free 
State -Government for a quota scheme, 
and, if the plan should prove to be success- 
ful in Great Britain, the Dublin Govern- 
ment would be well advised to give it a 
‘trial. As matters stand, the wheat- 
growers of the Free State are in an 
unenviable position. The proportion of 
native-grown grain that is used by Irish 
millers is very small, and there are strong 
arguments in favour of a quota system. 
Mr. de Valera’s dream of an Ireland that 
will grow all her own wheat is childish, 
but, with proper organisation, the ratio 
of home-grown wheat now used by the 
millers might be increased considerably. 
There is enough wheat in the British 
Empire to satisfy the requiremerits of all 
its members, and, if imperial co-operation 
means anything, all the member States 
of the Commonwealth ought to increase 
their consumption of Dominion supplies. 
Naturally, in the Free State as well as 
in Great Britain, the home producer must 
be considered before anybody else. We 
agree that Irish-grown wheat ought to 
have first preference and ought to have a 
guaranteed market; but the real problem 
is the choice between Dominion and 
foreign grain. Under the present system 
the Russians can “dump ” supplies in 
Ireland to their hearts’ content. The 
establishment of the quota system would 
make a radical change ; for it would confer 
on the Free State’s sister Dominions a 
preference which they are prepared eagerly 
to reciprocate, 


Germany’s Two Volces. 


The speech delivered by Dr. Bruening 
at yesterday’s session of the Reichstag 
shows that his Cabinet realises to the ful] 
the immense difficulties which confront 
its smooth administration. Superficially 
it was an outspoken speech, packed with 
full-mouthed policies; yet it is obvious to 
all who read more deeply that the Chancellor 
was doing his utmost to conciliate the 
opposing factions in the Reichstag, while 
he refused to commit himself to a definite 
pronouncement on the subject of repara- 
tions. How grievously Germany is divided 
on this question can be seen by the fact 
that, while Herr Dietrich, the Minister of 
Finance, offers an assurance that the 
Government has no intention to press for 
a revision of the Young Plan, the Saxon 
Diet, by a majority of 70. votes, has 
agreed to urge President Hindenburg to 
take speedy action towards the same end.

France does not forget that the Young 
Plan in itself was a concession to German 
distress, and that only Germany’s heavy 
expenditure on military . preparations, 
public works and propaganda during the 


failure to satisfy her original and heavier 
obligations. While, therefore, Herr 
Hitler, with his enthusiastic following, 
proposes to confound the peace of Europe, 
President Hindenburg and Dr. Bruening 
have set their feet upon a path of 
retrenchment and internal economy. 
Their policy, if supported to the full by 
the inherent industry of the German 
people, is bound to ensure their country’s 
relief; but hot-headed and subversive 
schemes can serve only to foster interna- 
tional distrust. | | 


Standards of Living. 


The phrase “standard of living” has 
become a bogey, In Western Europe and 
America it has come to mean an eternal 
and immutable actuality to which all 
legislation and all "progress must be 
subservient. This attitude would not 
matter if it had not been interpreted in 
terms of wages and expenditure. Since, 


pretation, Western Europe and America 
find themselves in pursuit of a Fata 
Morgana which inevitably, unless a 
radical change of outlook arises, will Jand 
them in the midst of a desert of want. 
No man is a hero to his valet; stil] Jess 
is‘a man a hero to his bank manager. 
We may “‘ bluff’’ our neighbours, we may 
pay our income tax, we may avoid civil 
actions; but the methods by which we 
achieve these feats are recorded in the 
ledgers of our bank. Thus when such well- 
placed authorities as Mr. John W. Burton, 
one of the best-known bankers of the 
North-West of America, and Mr. Eugene 
E. Black, the Governor of the Atlanta 
Federal Reserve Bank, say that the 
citizens of the United States are living 
beyond. their incomes, we may believe their 
accusations. Mr, Black feels the matter 
go acutely that he plunges into parable. 
“We have been living,” he says, “in an 
automobile, a frigidaire, and a radio era, 
and we have been sitting in the atmosphere 
of a Corona Corona.’’: Such a state is 
no standard of living; it is a standard 
of fantasy. Ultimately debts must be 
paid, even by collective groups. This ill- 
understood standard “of living,” there- 
fore, must be adjusted so that it develops 
some relation to the essentials of life. 
“I do not agree,” Mr. Black adds, 
“with those who say that" all. that 
ig needed in America is a return to con- 
fidence.’” With. equal truth Mr. Black: 
might have extended his comment to 
embrace the habitable globe; for the 
bacillus of thriftlessness, encouraged by 
**democratic’’ Governments, is the cursé 
of our time.

PLIGHT OF BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES. 


HAMPERED BY TARIFF 
: BARRIERS. 


—I—— 


Mr. Henry Morgan, President of the 
Society of Incorporated Accountants, last 
night gave a cheerless survey of the state 
of trade in his address to members at their 
annual dinner in Bristol. 

He said that it was not generally realised 
in London and the South of England how 
alarming was the state of trade in the 
Midlands, the North of England and Scot- 
land. Within the last twelve months 
fifty-four cotton merchants had gone out of 
business. .A large number of Yorkshire 
mills had been dismantled, and some York- 
shire manufacturers were considreing, As 
an alternative to scrapping, the transfer 
of their plant and machinery to other 
countries, in order to overcome the tariff 
barriers which were fatal to the production 
of their goods in this country, and in one 
case at least this step had already been 
decided on. 

Great industries could not carry ‘the 
heavy burdens with which they were 
saddled to-day, if we were to a> 
successfully wit foreign countries, whose 
ye le were willing to work longer hours. 

or lower w , and whose industries were. 
protected and free of many restrictions to 
which our manufacturers were subject. 


FACED BY A DEFICIT. 


The aleneg state of the nation’s trade 
was only too forcibly illustrated by the 
revenue and ex ture returns for the 
half-year just ended.

The R101 Disaster.

A court constituted under the Tribunals 
of Inquiry (Evidence) Act of 1921 would 
be suitable ; but, in view of the delay which 
would be occasioned by the preliminaries 
necessary under this Act, some other form 
of inquiry may be provided. It is believed 
to be Mr. Ramsay Maedonald’s desire that 
the inquiry shall begin before Parliament 
opens, whereas a Tribunal under the Act 
of 1921 would require parliamentary sanc- 
tion and could not begin its sittings until 
the next month,

THE PLAINTIFF'S CASE, 


Outlining. the case for Mr. Horend, Sir 
Walter Schwabe, K.C., said that the trans- 
actions which were the subject of the action 
were. rather far vemoved from the ordinary 
business of banking. Mr. Horend. was in- 
terested in shipping in Treland.. He came to 
London .in January, 1928, and later was. in- 
troduced to a gentleman called Sutherland, 
who carried on business connected in some 
way with shipping at Cardiff. Mr. Sutherland 
told Mr. Horend that-he was interested in 
the obtaining of a considerable quantity of 
surplus military stores for shipment abroad, 
He said that the ultimate purchasers had very 
large sums of money at their disposal, and 
that, in fact, the National Provincial Bank 
had on deposit a very large sum. of money, 
indeed, for this purpese. 

He said that he was goitig to do the ship- 
ping, and suggested that Mr. Horend should 
obtain the. stores and military equipment that 
was required.- In February Mr. Horend was 
introduced to a Mr. Cordy. who was the 
assistant manager: at the Cardiff branch of 
the defendant bank. Mr, Cordy said: “We 
have got large sums of money tvyailable for 
the purpose of military. stores. We parti- 
cularly want—our . customers _ particularly 
want—in the first place, rifles and ammuni- 
tion, but there are'large gnantities of ‘other 
stores, such as clothing and so on, which will 
be wanted.”’

Thereupon,: Mr. Horend said that he was 
in a position to obtain stoves of that character, 
and Mr. Cordy told him to get lists and 
quotations.

The immediate completion of Fairview Park 
and playgrounds; the provision, if experience 
proves it to be necessary, of adequate pump- 
ing plant to prevent flooding at all conditions 
of tide: the extension of seawall] embankment 
from end of Hollybrook road to Bull Bridge 
at Dollymount; the construction of proposed 
Metropolitan Marine Lake, to extend . frcm 
Bull Bridge to the Strand road at Sutton;

In the Northern Ireland, House of Comm 
"yesterday, questions were asked reg g the 
dumping of Russian oats in Belfast. | 

The Áfinister of Agriculture (Sir Edward 
Archdale) said that 1 tons of Russian oats 
were landed in Belfast last week, consigned 
to four Belfast firms. Samples of the oats 
had been taken by the Ministry’s inspectors 
and. examined. The grain was thin and 
husky, and of much poorer feeding quality 
than home-produced oats. It containe wea 
seed impurities, but not in excessive amounts. 
The Ministry had no means of ascertaining 
the district or districts in Russia in which 
the grain was grown. 

With regard tó a suggestion of animal 
disease. it was desirable to bear in mind that 
a very substantial proportion of the imports 
of maize into the United Kingdom came from 
countries where foot-and-mouth disease was 
prevalent. There had never been any evidence 
to suggest that such importations of oats and 
maize rendered this country liable to oub- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease. Conse- 
quently the Imperial authorities had no im- 
port restrictions on the importation of cereals 
into the United Kingdom. The Ministry was 
watching the position carefully, but although 
these oats were of poorer feeding quality than 
home-produced oats, at present there were 
no grounds on which such importations could 
be restricted. 

Colonel Gordon (Unionist) asked who were 
the unpatriotic firms and gentlemen handling 
these oats. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that he 
had the names of the firms importing the 
oats, but he did not know if it would he 
advisable to give them for publication. He 
would not like to do so.

Inder the alterations jockeys and traders 
whose licences have been withdrawn or 
refused become disqualified — ani

Under the new Rule 17 “the tewards of 
se Jockey Club have power, at their discre- 
tion, to refuse to accept entries.’’ Thus, 
without giving any reasons and without any 
publication of the fact, the Jockey Club 
mas notify an owner that, on account of 
reasons of which the general public may 
have no knowledge, his nominations for races 
under their rules will not be accept 

The rule relating to the minimum weight 
has been amended, and in future “no horse 
shall carry less than 6st. 7ib, in any race 
unless the Sib. apprentice allowance be 
claimed, but in races confined to apprentices 
pon lowest weight may be 6st.”
